Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Carmichael does not 
disclose any actual means for reciprocating the blade. The examiner agrees, but it is the teaching of Ward that supplies the mechanism. 
Applicant's argument that Ward is non analogous, in that Ward teaches reciprocating a grinding tool and not a cutting blade, is noted, 
however, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably 
pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the 
claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Ward is from applicant's field of 
endeavor, machine tools, and is reasonably pertinent to the particular problem of reciprocating an element using two double acting 
hydraulic cylinders. .
